Feed Grain signup time is here. 

There are 834 farmers in 
I’erry County that have a small 
feed grain base of from 1 to 21 
acres. The county has a total 
feed grain base of 2579 acres. 
MoA of these farmers have 
other jabs than farming and 
plan to farm only a small gar. 
den. Their acres are mostly 
lying idle, perhaps growing up 
in feeds and bushes. A trip 
to ine ASC'S office on High 
Street in Hazard could put these 
idle bases to earning hard cash. 

One of the requirements ot 
the Feed Grain program is that 
cover must be maintained on 
acres diverted. At the same 
time a farmer signs to partici. 
pate in the Feed Grain program, 
he could request cost sharing 
to put a grass cover on this 
land at the rate of 80 , >1 

cost. 

How can a farmer resist the 
temptation of beautifying his 
farm with a fine field of grass 
while at the same time drawing 
a check for not growing his 
feed grain? 

Farmers in Perry County have 
a feed grain bonanza of approx, 
imately $88 000 00 ta divide. 

Remember the signup date, 
February 8 through March 26, 
1965.
